The engineer said the system 
pumped 8,000,000 gallons yester­ 
day, compared to five or fivt- 
and-a-half million on a normal 
day. The three tanks hold a com­ 
bined volume of 1,150,000 gallons. 
At one point, Joyce said there 
was only about 300.000 gallons on 
hand. 


Ai the water level started to 
drop in the tanks, the water de­ 
partment sent out sound trucks 
asking residents to curtail water 
use. Also, Joyce said, an appeal 
was made to Rohm and Haas 
company who then cut out of the 
borough system into their own 
emergency supply.
